~ WORKERS CALLED ON STRIKE 


, Effect of 9 Walkout i in Lancashire to 
Be Known Monday When Cotton | 
6 5 ees Mills Reopen. .

"MANCHESTER, England, Aug. 
27.—At noon today the factory 
whistles throughout Lancashire 
| called 200; 000 cotton workers out 
on a strike which threatens to be- 
come the greatest since the general 
strike of 1926. 

How far the strike call will be 
obeyed by the weavers, who are 
the first affected. will not be 
known until Monday morning 
when the mills reopen. The other 
workers will not be affected for a 
while. Only a small response to the 
call is é€xpected in some districts 
because of temporary working 
agreements already operative. In 
other districts the stoppage will be 
complete. 

Lancashire operators and em- 
ployes held a conference yesterday 
without reaching an agreement. 
Negotiations were wrecked, not on 
the main issue of wages, but on the 
reinstatement of about 3000 work- 
ers already on strike. 

There was no sign that the Gov- 
ernment would intervene. The 
Cabinet held a session in London 


in the forenoon and the main at- 
tention was directed toward the 
results of the Ottawa Imperial con- 
ferenee. A hurried call for the 
meeting had made it necessary for 
Prime Minister MacDonald and 
Foreign Secretary Sir John Simon 
to fly here from Scotland. 

Many cases of distress already 
were, being handled today in Lan- 
cashire. Several organizations were 
distributing food parcels, but the 
problem of relief will be greatly 
augmented next week. 

The failure of the weavers to re- 
port Monday if they do not report, 
will mark the second English tex- 


tile strike within the month. The 


Burney workers walked out Aug. 
1, but consented to further confer- 
ences with the owners, averting a 
general strike. 

The cotton industry in England 
has been upset for months, with 
employers seeking to reduce pay 
and introduce more looms for each 
weaver. The owners offered to 
raise pay in some cases if the sys- 
tem were agreed to, but he work- 
ers said several thousand men 
would lose their jobs if it were per- 
mitted. 


MAGNETIC STORM 
PREDICTED DURING 
ECLIPSE OF SUN 


Tests to Be Made in Hope of 
Learning More of Cause 
of Radio Fading. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—A mag- 


tal eclipse of the sun in New En- 
gland next week, but it won't in- 
terfere with seeing. 

Magnetic storms are electrical 
disturbances coming from the sun. 
Scientists think they are caused 
both by the invisible ultra-violet 
rays and by slower moving hypo- 
thetical “electric particles” shot out 
from the sun. 

The forecast for the eclipse is 
made by A. M. Skellett of the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories, New York. 
It is important information for the 
scientists, who will use the long 
twilight of the eclipse and its brief 
totality to learn more about nadio 
fading and differences between day 
and night transmission. 

This Magnetic storm, says Skel- 
lett, is likely to strike a day or 
two before the eclipse. Its source 
is a sun spot. The sun revolves 
on its axis like the earth, but takes 


spot shows up facing the earth ev- 
ery 27 days. It is only when it is 
facing the earth that the magnetic 
radiations are felt.

GOVERNOR 10 ASK 
FOR $700,000 FOR 
K. LOUIS RELIEF 


Decides to Apply to R. F. 
C. at Once — No Request 
for Other Parts of State 
at This Time.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 
Gov. Caulfield has decided to ask 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration for $750,000 for unem- 
ployment relief in St. Louis. No 


request will be made for funds for 
other parts of the State until more 
complete data is obtained. 

The Governor late today an- 
nounced his decision to ask funds

for St. Louis immediately. He 
hopes to have the money available 
by Sept. 1. 


The Governor, accompanied by 
Prof. Walter H. Burr of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, will go to 
St. Louis’ 
needs, probably leaving Monday 
night. 

St. Louis officials had asked Gov. 
Caulfield to apply for $1,037,000 
for relief there. Originally $2,- 
000,000 was requested, but the 
sum was reduced when it was 
learned new applications must be 
made for Federal relief funds need - 
ed after Jan. 1, next. 

In deciding to ask funds for St. 
Louis before waiting for data from 
other cities, the Governor said the 
need there appeared more urgent 
than elsewhere. : 

Explaining his 
for a smaller amount than 
named by the city officials, 
Caulfield said: 

“After careful consideration of 
the daa presented by the St. Louis 
authorities, I decided that $750,- 
000 was enough to ask for at this 
time. We shall have the privilege 
of asking for an additional sum 
later if that is necessary. I hope 
relief needs may tend to grow less, 
rather than more.” 

The Governor said that he had 
requests from several other com- 
munities, but that the data had not 
been presented to him in such form 
that he could offer it at Washing- 
ton. “It will de no easy matter to 
get money from Washington,” he 
said. “They will want a lot of 
data. The St. Louis matter is in 
such shape that I think it will 
meet the requirements. It would 
have been easier to wait until the 
other requests were ready, and to 
prsent them all at once, but the 
need at St. Louis is urgent.”

The jewelry was found in a pack- 
age left by a professional bonds- 
man at a drug store at Ewing ave- 
nue and Market street. The bonds- 
man, Edward McGarry, 1610 An- 
gelrodt street, is being held as a 
result of a statement in which be 
receiving the jewelry 
from one of the robbers when he 
signed. bonds for all three in an- 


other case. Aug. 9. 

The three men who are said to 
have admitted the holdup gave 
their nantes as Emil Tulick alias 
Costello, 24 years old; Rastus Van- 
deford, 20 years old, and Wiliam 
S. Lehman, 28 yeurs old. All three 
are out on bond ou charges of 
carrying concealed weapons, ac- 
cording to police. 

Offer to Dr. Bebee. 

Information which led to solu- 
tion of the crime came to Dr. 
Bebee Thursday, when he got a 
telephone call informing him that 
he might be able to deal for the 
jewelry by calling a Tyler exchange 
late that afternoon, He notified 
University City police, whc in turn 
told the St. Louis department. 

The Tyler number was traced to 
a drug store on North Fourteenth 
street, where detectives were sta- 
tioned to see who should answer 
Dr. Bebee’s call. The man an- 
swering was arrested. He said he 
was a musician and that he was 
acting only for the bondsman. 

McGarry was arrested and told 
police he had received the jewelry 
from Lehman, depositing it first in 
a Ake deposit box at a bank. Later 
he told of taking it to the drug- 


store. Lehman was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon after answering 
on his bond at the Municipal 


Courts Building and Tulick and 
Vandeford at addresses on Page 
boulevard and Newberry terrace 
last night. 

Details of Robbery. 


Detective Lieutenant Wren, who 
conducted the investigation. said 
Lehman stated he remained out- 
side the apartment while Tulick 
and Vandeford went inside. Dr. 
Bebee was held up as he arrived in 
the basement at 11 a. m., where 
the janitor had already been bound 
with ropes. The physician was 
robbed of $59 and a diamond ring 
and ordered up the stairs to his 
second-floor apartment, There Mrs. 
Bebee was threatened with a re- 
volver and required to have her 
Negro maid get the jewelry from 
a dressing table. The robbers ran- 
sacked the dressing table, taking 
$100 in cash from a purse. 

The robbers remained more than 
an hour in the apartment and in 
leaving put the maid in a closet 
along with the janitor, who had 
been taken upstairs. Dr. and Mrs. 
Bebee were tied to a bed with 
hosiery. Mrs. Bebee freed herself 
as Dr. Norman Rathert, a dentist, 
arrived to see why Dr. Bebee had 
not arrived at an appointment.. 


Police say Lehman told them he 
gave the jeweiry to McGarry with 
the understanding the bonds were to 
be paid for out of money obtained 
for it, but McGarry denied any such 
arrangement. The money stolen 
was divided between the robberss 
according to police, although Leh- 
man said they received only $18 
each. | 

Dr. Bebee's offices are at 3214

FIREMAN'S WIDOW 


Mrs. William illiam Gleason, 
Whose Husband, Former 
Ballplayer, Was Fire 
Captain, Accused. 


FORMER TENANT 
MAKES STATEMENT 


Asserts She Asked Him to 
Tell Insurance Adjusters 
He Kept Gasoline at 3654

Mrs. Naomi C. Rogers Gleason, 
52 years old, widow of Fire Cap- 
tain William Gleason, was charged 
with arson of a dwelling house in a 
warrant issued today pending grand 
jury investigation of a fire in Capt. 
Gleason’s former home, 3654 Del- 
mar boulevard, two days after his 
death last July 21. 

The warrant was issued by As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney James E. 
McLaughlin. 

Mrs. Gleason, asked for a state- 
ment at Police Headquarters fol- 
lowing issuance of the warrant, said 
she had nothing to say at this time 
but might have later on. ; 

Mrs. Gleason, who lives at 6190 
Raymond avenue, was arrested 
Wednesday as the result of a state- 


ment obtained by insurance ad- 
justers and police from William 
Vrande, cook at a Meramec River 
resort and former tenant of the 
Delmar boulevard house in which 
the fire occurred. 

Vrande said he ard his wife 
went to 3654 Delmar in June, 1931, 
as caretakers for Mrs. Gleason, 
whom he knew as Mrs. Rogers. 
Gleason was still residing at the 
house, Vrande said, but in Sep- 
tember, 1931, was moved to his 
wife’s home on Raymond avenue. 
Gleason protested against going. 
Vrande said. 

From that time on, Vrande said 
he paid $160 a month rent on the 
house and furnishings, giving the 
money to Mrs. Rogers. Falling be- 
hind in his rent in May, 1932, he 
prepared to leave. 

Tells of Talk With “Mrs. Rogers.“ 

“At that time Mrs. Rogers called 
me to the garage in the rear of the 
house, saying she wanted me to 
look at some plumbing,” Vrande 
said. “When we got out there she 
said she was hard’ up and needed 
money. 

“Mrs. Rogers cautioned me to 
keep quiet about what she had 
said. We moved 6ut then, locked 
the house and cut off the electric- 
ity, and then went to Sylvan Beach 
on the Meramec River. 1 did not 
know anything about the fire un- 
til a friend and I went downtown 
shopping the afternoon of ‘July 23 
and saw the house had burned 
that day.“ 

That night, Vrande said, a 
woman who identified herself as 
a friend of Mrs, Rogers called at 
Sylvan Beach and told = him to 
“keep quiet“ and tell insurance 
company investigators nothing. 
The next day, he said, Mrs. Rogers 
returned with the friend and 
asked him to tell the investiga- 
tors he had kept gasoline in the 
house. He said be refused to 
make such a statement. 


Says He Got Check for $30. 


A week ago today, he said, Mrs. 
Rogers called with an insurance 
adjuster and later made arrange- 
ments for him to make a state- 
ment at the adjuster’s office in the 
Pierce Building. 

A statement was made in an at- 
torney’s office, he said, and Mrs. 
Rogers was assured she might col- 
lect the insurance. Immediately 
afterward, he said, he accompanied 
her to the First National Bank and 
received a check for $30, which he 
designated as “on account.” He 
told police he did not recall what 
sort of a statement he made in the 
attorney’s office, but that the at- 
torney told him he could tell a lot 
more if he wanted to.” 

Insurance amounting to $18,500 
was carried on the house, and the 
furnishings were insured for $2500. 
The best furniture in three rooms 
was sent to Mrs. Gleason's home at 
the time he moved, Vrande said.

HUGH L COOPER GETS 
HIGHEST SOVET AWARD 


Engineer From U. S. Honored 
for Building Great Pow- 
er Plant. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Aug. 27.— Hugh L.. 
Cooper, head of the American en- 
gineering firm bearing his name. 
has received the order of the Red 
Star, the highest decoration be- 
stowed by the Soviet Government, 
for designing and constructing 
Dnieprostroy, Russia's gigantic 
power development in the Southern 
Ukraine. The award was made 
yesterday. 

He is the first foreigner to re- 
ceive the honor, which is awarded 
only for “outstanding achieve- 
ments in defense of the country.“ 

Six members of his engineering 
staff received the order of Lenin 
for “outstanding achievements in 
socialist construction.“ 

The decorations became known 
simultaneously with formal accept- 
ance by the Government of the 
power plant, the largest of its kind 
in the world, from the American 
builders. 

Cooper left here for Berlin last 
night with all except one of the 
members of his staff of nine who 
have been on the job since 1927. 
The exception is E. E. Robinson of 
Kewanee, III., who remains as con- 
sulting and operating superintend- 
ent until May, 1933. 

The decoratiogs will be bestowed 

at the site of the development 
when it is-formally opened Oct. 1. 
The American engineer plans to 
return here in advance of the 
opening date to discuss with offi- 
cials of the commissariat of heavy 
industry the possible engagement 
of his firm for a new power proj- 
ect. 
Declaring the great hydro-elec- 
tric plant had functioned without 
a hitch since the first turbine was 
given its preliminary test, Cooper 
paid tribute to the spirit and effi- 
ciency of Russian workers and 
leaders. 

“When the Soviets accepted our 
work one great hope and unit in 
their five-year plan became a prac- 
tical reality,” he said. 

“Manufactured products based on 
Dnieprostroy will find their way 
into the homes of 160,000,000 peo- 
ple. The practical experience in 
American methods here gained by 
the people of the Soviet Union is a 
lever, lifting standards of living in 
this country, that will continue to 
lengthen for an indefinite time in 
the future. 

“No inteligent person now look- 
ing at Dnieprostroy can doubt that 
the Soviet Union can become a 
strong industrial nation.”

Refuses Injunction to Permit Them 
to Operate Between St. Louis 
and East Side. 

A petition by service car drivers 
for an injunction to restrain Sher- 
iff Munie of St. Clair County from 
stopping their operations in East 
St. Louis and to St. Louis has been 
denied by Federal Judge Lindley.

ITHACA, N. T., Aug. 27.—Man, 
instead of woman, was pictured as 
the real “weaker sex” before the 
International Congress of Genetics 
today. 

The male sex, said Dr. 8. J. 
Holmes of the University of Cali- 
fornia, apparently suffers from a 
“constitutional inferiority” which 
causes a higher death rate among 
males than among females in in- 
fancy and before birth. 

This rule applies to many species 
of animals as well as human be- 
ings, Dr. Holmes reported, and 
seems to result from a difference 
in heredity of males and females. 

“In many other species of ani- 
mals (besides man) the life of 
males is relatively short,” he said. 
“The factors involved are, in most 
cases, associated with a different 
hereditary constitution of males. 
While there may be several factors 
involved in the enhanced mortality 
(higher death rate) of the male 
sex in human beings, a survey of 
the general field of sex mortality 
and a study of the effects of various 
causes of death, especially in in- 
fancy, points to the constitutional 
inferiority of the male sex as the 
major factor.” 


DR. W. D. HAWKER ARRESTED

Agent Got 28 Predated Prescrip- 
tions for Drugs From Inform- 
ers, He Says. 

Dr. William D. Hawker, with of- 
fices in the Wellston Building, 
Hamilton and Easton avenues, was 
arrested yesterday by Federal Nar- 
cotic Agent Halterman and city 
detectives after informers exhibited 
28 predated prescriptions for nar- 

cotics. 

The informers said they paid $2 
in marked bills for each prescrip- 
tion, the money being held as evi- 
dence.

ST. LOUIS’ CASE FOR A RELIEF LOAN. 
St. Louis has a good case in its application for a 
$1,037,000 Federal relief loan, in conformance with 
the administration principle that no state or munici- 
pality should be aided until it has exhausted its own 
relief resources. Both public and private contribu- 
tions to meet the conditions of the depression ha ve 
been genérous, yet all money thus collected has been 
spent, and the relief committee faces the last four 
months of the year with an empty treasury and more 
mouths to feed than ever before. 
Last winter, when conditions became acute, the 
Crisis drive drew more than $1,000,000 of private 
funds, though the sum asked was only $600,000. Much 
of this money came from salary and wage-earners, 
who, confronting possible unemployment themselves 
and the care of friends and relatives out of work, 
gave generously. Would another drive of this char- 
acter yield similar results? We doubt it. For one 
thing, most contributors promised to pay so much a 
week or month for the year, and they are still pay- 
ing. For another, the increasing severity of the de- 
pression, involving wage cuts, has made everyone 
poorer. , 
Both in contributions from municipal revenue and 
in special taxation, the city has done its share. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars have poured from the 
municipal treasury, economies have been instituted 
and salary cuts of public employes made. Crisis taxes, 
estimated to yield $1,000,000 annually, have been 
passed, and many of these taxes, such as the toll on 
Municipal Bridge traffic, are of a particularly un- 
pleasant nature, justified only by the fact that approx- 
imately 100,000 St. Louisans are without means 
livelihood.

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A MODERN SUETONIUS. 
Suetonius gossiped of the Caesars and Saint-Simon 
of the Bourbons of France, and these two writers 
have their historic successor in the author of the 
“Washington Merry-Go-Round” and its just-published 
sequel, “More Merry-Go-Round.” Scholars of the pres- 
ent rely heavily upon the writings of Suetonius, and 
find in them much of value in interpreting Roman 
history. Lord Macaulay borrowed copiously from 
Saint-Simon, as have many others. 
Formal history is coneerned largely, with. what hap- 
pens on the parade ground and ignores more inti- 
mate happenings which, very often, are the key to 
historical puzzles. “Washington Merry-Go-Round” 
dealt in petty gossip, to be sure, but in the main it 
was an attempt to evaluate American political life 
from behind the scenes. Whatever malice it con- 
tained was overshadowed by the serious purpose of |. 
informing the American people of the kind of men 
Who govern them. : 
“More Merry-Go-Round” continues the story with 
sensational episodes that have occurred in the bosom 
of the Supreme Court, the President’s Cabinet and 
the departments of government. But it far transcends 
mere Paul Pry stuff. Men who accept public office 
necessarily live like goldfish in a bowl, and must 
bow to the penalty of such exposure. If that were 
not true, democracy would be something less than it 
is. If the people are barred from knowledge of the 
motives and behavior of their elected officials, how 
can they be judged, how can an electorate go about 
the business of self-government intelligently? 
Is there a line beyond which a writer should not 
go in dealing with public men? No doubt there is, 
but he would be a bold man who would attempt to 
define it. On the whole, such books as the “Merry- 
Go-Rounds” are valuable and important additions to 
contemporary history. 


KINDNESS TO OYSTERS. 

One of the latest triumphs of Washington bureau- 
cracy is a movement to relieve the sufferings of the 
lowly oyster. Its leader is Dr. Vera Koehring of the 
United States Bureau of Fisheries, whose heart has 
been wrenched by the cruelty involved in opening the 
oyster’s shell. She describes it (and no doubt the 
information comes direct from some garrulous female 
oyster) as equivalent to a major operation, and pro- 
poses that in the future a mild anesthetic be admin- 
istered. :

A Criticism of Modernism in Art 


What Would Coolidge Have 
Done? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

F the present Museum exhibition of paint- 
E by the leaders of the American mod- 

ern art movement, as the press tells us. 
is any sort of indication of the direction in 
which we are drifting, one might be tempt- 
ed to say that the modernists have shot 
their bolt and are recanting. 

Modernism, so-called, began as a liberal 
movement and, after a hectic career, land- 
ed where all movements land when suffi- 
cient numbers of imitators and followers 
make it a school. It has become conserva- 
tive and almost reactionary, Born of a 
spirit of experimentation and adventure, so 
precious to the continuance of true art, it 
is now becoming arrogant and arbitrary 
and is as stereotyped and tyrannical as were 
ever the academicians. 

Unlike the impressionism of Monet or the 
realism of Rodin, it is no longer the result 
of profound convictions on the part of great 
masters who honestly search for new paths 
and methods. ‘ 

However well the masters of other times 
had told their story, these modern men felt 
that new times demand new ways. Through 
search and study, they evolved certain prin- 
ciples, and in the application of these prin- 
ciples to their works of art, they expressed 
to the world that the old way was no 
longer their way. Art took on a new lease 
of life and new shoots sprouted. Yet, from 
such serious work to the 
expression of banalities is a far cry. They 
do not connote the same thing. The over- 
whelming majority of this stuff is produced 
by people who follow a set type of painting. 
It represents on their part very little honest 
conviction and certainly. no sacrifices of 
prized convictions studiously arrived at. It 
has become the way to “get on.“ 3 
* * — 
As a consequence, their self-expression 
becomes only an exhibition of how more or 
less cleverly they can imitate Matisse or 
some other modernist master. And so we 
are arrived at the age of the tyro and the 
dilettante; uninstructed, superficial and the 


‘loudest of the whole tribe. Verily, it’s a 


great performance; it makes art the most 
interesting and exciting profession, that is, 
if you don’t get sour about it. 

Yet and all, these conditions do not maké 
for real progress but, on the contrary, for 
conservatism. They have learned what to 
them is “the trick” that brings the bacon 
and gets the prizes and the publicity. There- 
fore, they are naturally hostile to any com- 
parisons with the past or the honest criti- 
cism of those who don’t agree with them. 
The liberal attitude, on the other hand. 
welcomes all honest effort. The more va- 
riety the merrier. The world is big enough 
for all of us and the taste of the public va- 
ries enough to give us all a chance. But 
the modernists, having secured their stran- 
glehold on the museums and the exhibi- 
tions, are in no such mood, And we know 
from experience that the narrower our 
vision the mere dogged we become. Men 
and times being whet they ate. one cannot 
blame much except for sailing under 
false colors.

of Inheritance to Partner for $2000 
a Month Guarantee.

CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—The Chi- 
cago Tribune today said it had 
learned that Mrs. Edith Rockefel- 
ler McCormick had bequéathed 
five-twelfths of her estate to Ed- 
win Krenn, her social escort and 
business associate, but that Krenn 
had recently waived claim to any 
possible inhéritance in favor of his 
partner, Edward Dato, for a $2000 
monthly guarantee for life. 

Mrs. McCormick's estate, once 
estimated t exceed $40,000,000, 
was known to have shrunk con- 
siderably in recent years but no es- 
timate of its present value was ob- 
tainable. a: 

“On Aug. 14, while Mrs. McCor- 
mick was dying in the Drake 
Hotel,” the Tribune said, Mr. 
Krenn signed an agreement by 
which he renounced all claim to 
the estate and to the firm of Krenn 
& Dato and accepted in lieu there- 
of a guarantee of $2000 a month 
income for the duration of hig life 
from his partner, Bdward A. Dato.“ 

The rest of the estate, the Trib- 
une said, was divided among Mrs. 
McCormick's three children qs fol- 
lows: Four-twelftls to Mrs, Elisha 
Dyer Hubbard, two-twelfths to 
Mts. Max Oser and ofe-twelfth to 
Fowler McCormick. 

The funeral of Mrs. McCormick, 
who died 6f cancer Thursday, was 
neld from her LIdke Shore drive 
mansion this afternoon. 


Krenn had been Mrs. McCor- 
mick’s secial escort and business 
associate since her divorce from 
Harold F. McCormick, head of the 
International Harvester Co., in 
1921. Mrs. McCormick met him in 
Switzerland. 

Se became the financial backér 
of the firm of Krenn & Dato. a 
real estate venture organized in 
1923. Dato and Krenn were boy- 
hood friends in Switzerland. 

Dato yesterday verified ports 
of the agreement with Krenn. 
When questioned he said: “That 
is a delicate matter. You see— 
Mr. Krenn was not friendly with 
the Rockéfeller or the Harold F. 
McCormick families. As an heir to 
her estate, and as a trustee, he 
would be cenatantly thrown ih 
with the relatives. His elimination 
would make matters much easier.

Agreement at Ottawa to 
Limit Russian Imports 
Arouses Comment From 
Moscow.

of Soviet economic reprisals against 


Great Britain’s acceptance of a 
Canadian demand at the Ottawa 
imperial conference to limit im- 
portations from the Soviet, was 
sounded in the newspaper Econom- 
ic Life today.

NEW ORLEANS’ FRENCH MARKET 
TO BE REPLACED BY NEW ONE 


Famous Old Center of Barter and 
Trade First Established by 
Spanish in 1791.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 27.—The 
old French Market, heart of barter 
and trade when Spanish galleons 
slipped across a  pirate-harassed 
sea to bring continental silks and 
luxuries to colonists, is doomed. 
The picturesque low-roofed build- 
ing with its gaudy awnings, where 
Andrew Jackson fed his men after 
Chalmette, is to give way to a 
$700,000 white tile establishment. 

With its jammed fruit stands, 
mountains of country produce, tons 
of fish and fresh-killed game, all 
scalloped about the sidewalk coffee 
tables, the market retains much of 
the atmosphere of a more leisurely 
day and time. 

The market, stretching for three 
solid blocks between the Mississippi 
River levees and the plaza in front 
of St. Louis Cathedral, was orig- 
inally built as a trading point by 
the Spanish in 1791. A storm laid 
low its acres of stalls in 1812, but 
the French rebulit is as Les Halles 
des Boucheries.“ although the 
place, then as now, was never re- 
stricted to butcher shops. oday 
roses are sold as well as veal cut- 
lets in the French Market.

OSLO, Norway, Aug. 27.—The 


major airports in Norway continued 
their vigil, almost hopelessly, today 
for the American flyers, Clyde Lee 
and John Bochkon, unreported 
since they hopped off at 5:02 a. m., 
altern Standard time, Thursday, 
from Harbor Grace, N. F. They 
were bound for Oslo. 

Authorities held to a fading hope 
the flyers might have been delayed 
and yet had enough fuel to land in 
some isolated spot. However, if 
the aviators flew continuously, their 


fuel could not have lasted, by any 
stretch of imagination, beyond 7 
o'clock, Eastern standard time (6 
p. m., St. Louis time) last night. 

Although the flyers carried a 37- 
hour supply of gasoline in the 
Green Mountain Boy, they expected 
to make the trip in 30 hours.

MORATORIUM. MOVEMENT 


Missouri Also Has Accepted Home Loan Bank 
Proposal But Has Not Yet Sent 
Formal Reply. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Bank- 
ing authorities in 11 states have 
complied with the request of the 
Finance Home Loan Bank Board 
to grant a 60-day moratorium on 
foreclosures on all mortgages held 


by closed banks. 

Chairman Franklin W. Fort of 
the board, who instituted the move 
to suspend foréclosures, said he 
had received telegrams from the 
following State banking officials, 
saying they had complied with the 
request: 

L. A. Andrews of Iowa; John ‘A. 
Read of Wyoming, A. A. Schramm 
of Oregon, Lloyd Thoms of Ari- 
zona, H. W. Knoenke of Kansas, J. 
S. Love of Mississippi, M. E. Bris- 
tow of Virginia, D. D. Robertson of 
Tennessee, T. D. Barr (Deputy 
Commissioner) of Indiana, Ames 
Shaw of Texas and J. 8. Brock of 
Louisiana, 

Fort said that while the home 
loan banking system would be un- 
able to help any one but home 
buyers, his request to Comptroller 
Pole and to the state banking au- 
thorities was to withhold foreclos- 
ures on all mortgages in closed 
banks until the home loan system 
had eased the tension on the mort- 
gage market. He said his request 
also affected farm mortgages held 
by closed banks: 


“When our banks begin func-: 


tioning we believe there will be a 
marked relaxation of tension,” Fort 
said. “The minute mortgages be- 
come liquid we hope and believe 
that the whole mortgage situation 
will be easier and that investors 
will again return to the mortgage 
market“ 

The moratorium plan was an- 
nounced at President Hoover's busi- 
ness conference yesterday. Comp- 
troller Pole immediately ordered 
all National bank receivers to de- 
lay foreclosure proceedings. 

In his telegram to State banking 
authorities, Fort said the board 
hoped to have the “home loan 
banks open and doing business on 
or before Oct. 15. after which date 
substantial relaxation in the mort- 
gage loan market should develop 
speedily.” 


“In the meantime,” the mes- 
sage continued, “we feel that fore- 
closures should be prevented wher- 
ever possible. We, therefore, ro- 
quest yéu to instruct the receivers 
or other liquidators of closed in- 
stitutions under your jurisdictifon 
to withhold or delay foreclosure 
proceedings for at least 60 days, 
thus offering chance of preserving 
equity of owner of real estate.” 

Secretary of Treasury Milis ap- 
proved thé move, ¢é¢xplaining it 
would permit many real estate 
owners to retain their equity until 
money returns to the mortgage 
market.
